Tue melancholy incident of the Zulu 
War which cat off the youthful French 
ex-Prince Imperial seems likely to cause 
atill more discussion. Lieutenant (now 
Captain) Carey's connection with the 
uvfortunate mishap is a sad illustration 
of inexorable Fate, and it would appear 
that ‘this officer may become a ruined 
man partly on account of the rank of 
the youth whose death hag'so greatly 
moved the Royal House and people of 
England, The young Prince was killed 
on the Ist of June ; we have heard that, 
a Court of Inquiry had been held into 
the circumstances, and that upon this a 
Court-martial was ordered to try Captain 
Carey on 12th “for having misbehaved 
before the enemy on June 1, when in com- 
mand of an escort,” having galloped away 
when. the Prince and escort was attacked, 
and not having attempted to rally the 
escort, or to defend the Prince. To this 
Captain Carey of course pleaded not 
guilty ; indeed he had before stated that 
he did not consider he had any autho- 
rity over the escort, which really was a 
very material point. E¢ would certainty 
appear from the evidence that the Prince 
waa in virtual command of .the party ; 
while it is also alleged that the Prince 
selected the halting-place which ~ the 
Court of Inquiry held showed a ‘“‘la- 
mentable want of military pradence,” 
and finally. issued the order to mount, 
Severe rema-ks have been made at home 
on the muddle of authority which is thus 
revealed ; and the Pall Mall Gazette saya 
that “like most of the other military 
operations of this unfortunate war, wasa 
muddle from the first.”.. This is of course. 
apart from the. question of Captain 
Carey’s failure to help the Price. The 
Daily News correspondent suggests ‘one 
or two pertinent points, He says the 
question has yet to be “ answered 
as to who was responsible for the 
Prince's departure on so unsafe an 
expedition; apparently General Lord 
Chelmsford -was ignorant.of it... Again,

THE $17,000 CONSPIRACY CASE, 


REGINA (WONG MING LEONG) ¥, CHUN SHUN 
. ° YEE AND OTHERS, 
‘In this caso Chun Shun Yee, Tam Yow 
Tong, are charged with two others nof now 
before the Court, namely Ho Chui Tin, 
and Cho Fan, with conspiring to cheat 
and defraud the complainant by inducing, 
by false pretences, his son, a youth of 19 
ears of age, to sign & promissory note in 
avour of the first prisouer for $17,000. 
Hayliar, ivatructed by Mr trereton,

A book-packet may contain any number 
of separate books or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed letters), 
photographs (when not on glass or in cases 
containing glass or any. like substance), 
drawings, prints, or maps, and any quantity 
of paper, or any other substance in ordinary 
use for writing or-printing upon ; and the 
books ox other publications, prints, mapa, 
&., msy'be either printed, written, en- 
sraved, ‘lithographed, or plain, or any 
mixture of these.

whether such binding, &. be loose or 
also: rollers in the caso of 
prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwise) in the case of books, pens or 
pencils in the case of pocket-books, do., 
and, in short, whatever is necessary for the 
Safe transmission of such articles, or usually 
appertains thereto ; but the binding, rollers, 
&c. must not be sent as @ separate packet. 


Circulars,—t.6., letters which are intend- 
ed for transmission in identical terms to 
several peraons, and the whole or the 
greater part of which is printed, engraved, 


‘| or lithographed,—may “also ‘be sent by 


book post. * 


Rut a book-packet may not contain any 
letter, or communication of the nature of a 
letter’ (whether separate or otherwise), 
unless it be a circular-lotter or be wholly 
-printed ; nor any enclosure sealed or in any 
way closed agasinat inspection. If this 
tule be infringed, the ~ entire packet ia 
charged as a letter. . 


“A book-packet may be posted either 
without a cover (in which case it must not 
be fastened, whether by means of. gum, 
wafer, sealing wax, pustage stamp, or 
otherwise) or in 9 cover entircly..open at 
both ends, 50 as to admit of the contents 
being easily withdrawn for examination ; 
otherwise it is treated as a letter. For the 
greater security of the contenis, however, 
it. may_be tied “at the ends with string ; 
Postmasters being authorised to cut the 
strjng in such caser, although if they do so 
they must again tie up"the packet, 


No_ book-packet may be above 6& lbs. 
in weight, nor above 24 inches in length, 
12 inches in widtlt, or 12 inches in depth, 
‘unless: it be sont to-or from one of the 
Government offices. 


’ When, owing to a great and unusual 
influx of letters, books, ete., the-transmis- 
ston or delivery of the létters would be 
delayed if the whole mail were dealt with 
without distinction, book:packeta may be 
kept back till the next despatch or delivery. 


PATTERNS, 


They must not be of intrinsic value, This 
rule excludes all articles ofa saleable nature, 
and indeed whatever may have a valile of 
its own, apart from ita more use as a pattern; 
and the quantity of any material sent 
ostensibly as a pattern must not be so great 
that it‘oan fairly be considered ag having on

Tho Post Office fs not, by law, responsible 
for avy loss or inconveniencs which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mia-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (even if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission. 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great preseure should ba 
placed in strong covers; and even with this, 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post. 1t should be remembored 
that every packet bas .o be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to covsiderabla 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 
ita transmission to be transferred by means 
of tho railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased, 

| + Na,information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public, A. Postmaster: may, 
however, give an addresa if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing so. 

Postmasters aro not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or_to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even thongh a request to such effect be 
written thereon, 

Postmastera are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when. money: is paid at a Post Office, 
whether os change or otherwise, no quration 
as to ita right amount, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it han been removed 
from the counter. : i 

Postmasters are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty be not thereby 
impeded. 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 

| (except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. Tha 
publio are therefore recommended, in all 
Buch cases, to uso either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do tho same, _ 


Tho registration of a packet makos its 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under, orditiary circumstances, a rogis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus the logs of a registered 
packet iss very rare occurrence. Neverthe- 
less large suma,of money or other articles 
of great value should ‘not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinéry of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission. 
By law, the Post Office is not re: ponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packéts ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to strict 
account. Sent in unregistered letters, valu. 
able articles dre exposed to risk, and offera 
temptation which ought not to be créated ; 
and the Department cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packeta.: ‘All Iniand or- colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin,’ and all 
inland letters which contain watches or 
jewellery, even though they be posted 
without registration, are treated aa register-- 
ed, aud charged on delivery with a double 
registration fee of eightpencein addition to 
the ordinary postage ; and any such letters 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted are detained for the next despatch. 
Even if the letter do not.contain any article 
of intrinsic value, it should, if it be very 
important, be registered, re :

Indemnity for. the Loss of a Registered Letter, ' 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid in certain cases on 
the loss of Registered correspondence have 
been mado by His Excelloucy the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XI, 

The Post Oftice is not legally respousible 
foi the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, .but henceforth 1t will be pre- 
pared to make good tho contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing: through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— ~~" — : 

1. ‘Lhat the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require, 

2. That the letter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelopo. 

3, That application. was -made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was ‘discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost. 

4, Ihat the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that tho loss occurred whilst the corres- 
..pondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused-by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by deatruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the dishdé. eaty or negligence of any 
person not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office, : 

No compensation can bo paid for mere 
dumage to fragile articlea such as portraita, 
watches, handsomely ‘bousd books, &., 
which reach their destination, ‘alibough in 
a broken or deteriorated condition, 


‘Money Order Regulations. 


1.—Money Orders on the United King- 
dom and the Straits Settlements are issued 
at Hongkong, Shanghai and Yokobama 
Shanghai and Yokohama also issue on 
Hongkong and vice versa. 

2 —Small sums may be remitted between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stamps. : 

8.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the smaller Ports in this way. 
An application for an order* ‘is filled. up, 
and is enclosed with a atamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearest issutng office. The application 
must be wccompapied with the full amount

of exchange. The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for the letter, if it 
were to be registered, as it always should 
be. Care should be taken tosend theso 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices close some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails, - é :
